Ir a Hinsdale Passed Away Tues­ 
day Niglit. 


SKULL WAS FRACTURED. 


An Attack of Vevti^o Cansecl Him to 
Fall fr om His Sulky— The Fu­ 
ner al Thur sday. 


Ir a Hinsdale, who was injur ed 
Tuesday after noon while speeding 
his hor se at the State Fair gr ounds, 
died of his wounds at 9 130 o’clock 
Tuesday night at his home on W est 
Br oadway, 
without 
having 
r e­ 
gained 
consciousness 
even 
in 
a 
slight 
degr ee, 
although 
once or 
twice he r allied a little, causing 
r elatives and fr iends to enter tain 
hope of 
ultimate r ecover y, 
but 
such hope was of br ief dur ation. 
Neither the exact cause nor the 
extent of Mr . Hinsdale’s injur ies 
was known down 
town at 
the 
hour the D e m o c r a t went to pr ess 
Tuesday after noon. It was lear ned 
later , however , that Mr . Hinsdale 
had sent his hor se ar ound the tr ack 
at a lively clip, as had two of his 
gentlemen fr iends done with* their 
r espective steeds, all thr ee animals 
coming under the wir e almost neck 
and neck. 
The two latter gentlemen checked 
up their hor ses after the mile had 
been completed, but Mr . Hinsdale 
continued dr iving ahead, as if to 
again cir cle the tr ack, when his 
companions wer e hor r ified at see­ 
ing him pitch for war d and lodge 
between the shaft and sulky wheel, 
head dowci. 
The accident was witnessed by 
sever al gentlemen on the gr ounds, 
who 
r an 
to Mr . 
Hinsdale's as­ 
sistance, but not until after he had 
been 
dr agged 
sever al 
hundr ed 
yar ds was he r escued. 
Dr . W . J. Fer guson was 
sum­ 
moned 
to 
the fair 
gr ounds, and 
r ealized at once that Mr . Hinsdale 
had been ser iously, even if not fa­ 
tally, injur ed, and 
soon after 4 
o ’clock p. m. he was r emoved to 
his home on West Br oadway. 
On ar r ival ther e a mor e car eful 
examination r evealed that the in­ 
jur ed man had sustained a fr actur e 
of the skull at the base of the br ain 
and a sscond fr actur e over the r ight 
eye. 
A fter the supper hour Dr . E. F. 
Y a n ce y visited Mr . Hinsdale, but 
neither he nor Dr . Fer guson held 
out any hope ot r ecover y, and at 
9 :30 o’clock the end came. 
Mr . Hinsdale was one ot Seda- 
lia’s best known and most popular 
citizens. He was bor n at Syr acuse, 
N . Y . , June 18, 1S44, but has been 
a r esident of SedaUa since 1S69, 
His histor y her e is known to all. 
Nothing that was calculated to ad­ 
vance the city’s inter ests ever came 
up that did not find Mr . Hinsdale 
giving it his ear nest suppor t, and 
his pr esence will be sor ely missed 
by business and fr ater nal cir cles. 
, Mr . Hinsdale’s wife died about 
two year s ago, but he leaves two 
daughter s, Mr s. W ill 
Cloney, of 
Sedalia, and Mr s. J. H. Kelly, of 
Nevada, who will have the sym­ 
pathy of a legion of fr iends not 
only in Sedalia, but 
thr oughout 
Missour i. 
Mr . Hinsdale was a member of

They W ere Cai»tured In W’arren 
County, Mo. 


HAD A REGULAÜ Ba TTLE 


Planned to £ob a Postoffice In Mis­ 
souri and Then Escape Across 
the Mississippi. 


Sheriff J. G . Polster and a posse 
run down three desperate men at 
D utzow, W arren county, Tuesday 
morning, and after a fight lasting 
several minutes, in which shotguns 
and pistols were freely used, suc­ 
ceeded 
in 
capturing 
them 
and 
placing them in the county jail at 
Warrenton. 
The men are thought to be those 
who burglarized a store at Fulton 
a few days ago. 
T hey spent Mon­ 
day 
at Marthasville, where 
they 
offered 
for 
sale 
various 
cutlery 
articles, which 
they 
stated they 
had stolen and could afford to sell 
cheap. 
T h ey 
stole 
several 
articles of 
clothing at Marthasville, and the 
townspeople, when they attempted 
to arrest them, were fired at. 
The 
men escaped from the town and 
hid under a Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas bridge. 
Later^they went to D utzow and 
stole three shotguns, a quantity of 
ammunition 
and 
other 
articles. 
One of their gang, who was ar­ 
rested by Deputy Sheriff Walter 
Burch 
Monday 
night 
at Texas 
Junction, stated that the men in­ 
tended to rob 
the 
postoffice 
at 
Marthasville Monday 
night 
and 
make their escape into Illinois. 
Sheriff Polster was notified of 
their visit to Marthasville and suc- 


ceeded in capturing them before 
they again reached the town. 
The men fought desperately, and 
only 
surrendered after they had 
exhausted 
all 
their ammunition.

SMALL BONE BROKEN. 


Miss £ mma Agnes Chu rchill Thrown 
from a Bu ggy . 


Miss Emma Agnes Chu rchill, 
dau ghter of James II. Chu rchill, 
had a narrow escape from being 
killed in front of the cou rt hou se 
on Ohio street at the noon hou r to­ 
day . 
She was seated in a bu ggy , driv ­ 
ing a team of spirited horses, when 
the animals took fright at an elec­ 
tric car atd started north from 
Fifth street. 
When almost to Fou rth street. 
Miss Chu rchill’s v ehicle collided 
with the Arlington Pharmacy de­ 
liv ery wagon, and Miss Chu rchill 
was thrown into the street. 
At the same instant one of the 
horses fell, pu lling the other ani­ 
mal partially down, with Miss 
Chu rchill between them and mix ed 
u p with the harness. 
A dozen persons ran to her 
rescu e and she was carried into 
Cord Lu jin’s, and later to FieiEch- 
mann’s dru g store, where Dr. W.

Coolidge, circu lation manager of 
the New York Commercial, was 
almost instantly killed and abou t 
100 others were inju red last ev en­ 
ing by the breaking down of a 
temporary sidewalk at Fifth av e­ 
nu e and Eighteenth street. 
Some 
of the inju red ones may die. Those 
who fell were part of the crowd 
gathered to watch the parade of 
militia in honor of the v isit of the 
French Rochambeau commission to 
this city . 
Two thou sand persons were on 
the sidewalk when it gav e way . 
They fell twenty feel into an ex ­ 
cav ation for a new bu ilding and 
fell u pon piles of bu ilding mate­ 
rial. 
The accident occu rred ju st after 
the head of the parade had passed 
ihe corner. 
The French v isitors 
had passed and knew nothing of 
the accident u ntil some time later. 
Troop C had ju st ridden by and 
the Twenty -second regiment was 
passing when the crash came. The 
officers in command at once gav e 
orders to break ranks, and fifty 
militiamen were detailed to the 
work of rescu e. 
Hu rry calls were 
sent for police reserv es and ambu ­ 
lances, and in a v ery short time 
those who fell were assisted ou t of 
the ex cav ation, and the work of 
binding u p wou nds and conv ey ing 
those most inju red to hospitals was 
u nder way . 
Considering the natu re of the 
accident and the nu mber of per­ 
sons in it the hospital su rgeons ex ­ 
press su rprise at the few who re­ 
ceiv ed seriou s hu rts. 
Many were 
able to go home after hav ing their 
inju ries treated by the ambu lance 
su rgeons. 
Those taken to the hos­ 
pitals and who su stained the worst 
inju ries are : 
George Essing, patrolman, scalp 
wou nd and shock. 
James J. Kelly , detectiv e ser­ 
geant attached to Inspector Thomp­ 
son’s staff, scalp wou nd and shock 
and possible internal inju ries. 
M. J. McManu s, three 
ribs 
broken and contu sions. 
Charles Werner, contu sions of 
body and internal inju ries. 
E, L. Coolidge, who was killed, 
receiv ed a fractu re of the sku ll. He 
had serv ed on the staff of the Bos­ 
ton Jou rnal and the Boston Globe 
and had been connected with sev ­ 
eral city papers du ring his stay 
here. 
He leav es a wife au d fou r 
children. 
The au thorities 
are bu sy en­ 
deav oring to discov er who was to 
blame for the accident. 
Coroner 
Scholer say s the sidewalk was not 
bu ilt of material strong enou gh to 
stand su ch a great weight. 
Early in the afternoon the police 
officials became su spiciou s of the 
strength of the sidewalk and a de- 
ail for hou rs kept the crowd from 
collecting on it. 
Bu t as the time 


for the parade to pass came near 
the crowd became u nmanageable 
and, in spite of force on the part 
of the police, crowded to the for­ 
bidden sidewalk and remained u n­ 
til the breaking of the su pport 
(landed them in the ex cav ation. 
The coroner ordered the arrest 
of Contractor Cowan and J. G. 
Miller, the su b-contractor. 
Mr. 
Cowan, howev er, had heard of the 
accident and w^ent to the police 
station, where he saw the coroner. 
He ex plained that he was not 
responsible for the accident and 
promised to appeir at the inq u est 
in case he was wanted. 
He was 
then allowed to go. 
Detectiv es were sent to arrest 
Miller, bu t they had not retu rned 
u p to a late hou r, 
James Lawton, 
foreman of the work at the bu ild­ 
ing, was arrested by the police and 
later allowed to go u nder bail of 
$3,000, a charge of homicide hav ­ 
ing been placed against him. 
The 
contractor, su bcontractor and fore­ 
man insisted that they wanted the 
police to keep the crowd off the 
sidewalk, as it was not bu ilt to 
stand so great a strain.
